We here at Dixon hav e tried both plans. 
Our own citizens hav e started a woolen 
factory, but not understanding the busi­ 
ness it prov ed a failure; we hav e here in 
Dixon started k nitting mills on an exten­ 
siv e scale, but the parties were nut well 
up in mak ing undershirts and stock ings 
and the factory was not a success. 
Citi­ 
zens of Dixon put in their "good money” 
and started a file factory but they were 
not file mak ers and the enterprise rasped 
the financial life out of sev eral who were 
before that considered quite wcalthy;and 
finally, in the language of the Ark ansas 
Hard Shell Baptist preacher, they Hav e 
felt ev er since as though they must in 
the future "k now a file and fice unto the 
mountains of Hypsidam.” 
The file fac 
tory scheme cost the people of Dixon 
sev enty-fiv e or eighty thousand dollars in 
hard cash and three times that amount in 
the discouragement and resultant loss in 
not being able to start other stock com­ 
panies that would hav e been successes 
perhaps. 
We hav e tried the plan of in­ 
ducing men of experience to come here 
and inv est their money in business that 
they themselv es understand. We thought 
it profitable for the people and a safe in­ 
v estment of capital to giv e to such a firm 
as C. M. Henderson & Co., such money 
as we desired to inv est aod hav e no furth­ 
er trouble about it. 
Thus we bring to our 
city capitalists who will become interest­ 
ed in the prosperity 
of the place and who 
hav e a business so well in hand that fail­ 
ure is hardly possible, 
and certainly not 
probable. 
At all ev ents the people here 
are well 
satisfied with the enterprise, 
beliey ing that it was a most ex cellent in 
v estment. 
As to the school, for the loca­ 
tion of which 
this people paid a little ov er 
twenty thousand dollars, it must be borne 
in mind that endowments to colleges are 
quite common inv estments. There are

The effect o f this o pinio n is tc 
declare valid the Pro hibitio n laws o f the 
state *»f K an-is, a n i is, o f co urse, a victo ry 
fo r the Pro hibitio nists.

i hat the caso carne up under the 
laws o f Kansas declaring the m aintenance o f 
a building fo r the m anufacture and sale o f 
into xicants a misdemeano r. 
It was co n­ 
t e n de d that this law was unco nstitutio nal, be- 
< » use it abridged the rights o f citizens in 
pro perty w itho ut due pro cess o f law, the 
budding used as a brewery being o f little 
value/o r any o ther purpo s x 
Justice H arlan said it had bxen held re­ 
peatedly that the right o f a state to regulate 


the elev en til am •n*lm,,nt t«> the federal co n­ 
stitutio n; 
that the Unite*! Blares circuit 
co urt had, therefo re, no autho rity to enter­ 
tain such Miit; that in so do ing, and in isHuini 
a restraining o rder to prevent the o fficers o f 
Iho state fro m discharging their duties undei 
the laws o f the state, Judge Bo nd was act­ 
ing 
witho ut co nstitutio nal warrant, 
and 
th at the restraining o rder, and all subae 
quent pro ceedings under it, including the a r­ 
rest and impriso nment o f the |« etiti*« ners, wer# 
illegal and witho ut autho rity. 
Tho co urt 
therefo re « tireets that the petitio ner*, A tto r­ 
ney General Ayres, and Co mmo n wealth A t­ 
to rneys Heo tt and McCabe l<e a t o nce dis­ 
charged. 
T h o o pinio n, which is that o f tho who li 
co urt, witho ut a dissenting vo ice, sustainsthi 
state o f Virginia at all po ints, and virtually 
declares that a state, as a po litical so vereignty, 
can no t b* sued no r co erced in tho federal 
co urts, either by an actio n bro ught againsl 
her by name o r by an actio n bro ught against 
her o fficers in their o flh’iai capacity. 
Th« 
co urt declares that tho eleventh amendment 
establish*** ,a distinctio n between co ntract* 
made by individuals with each Other, and co n­ 
tracts made I y individuals with a state. 
T h t 
latter el a > can no t bo enfo rced by tho rerno 
ii >s used to o n fo rce the fo rmer —that is, by 
suits in the United States co urts—and they 
o re, therefo r« *, witho ut sanctio n except in s< 
far as -uo h sanctio n is given to them by till 
ho no r nrd go o d faith o f the co ntracting 
state. 
Such state may co nsent U> bo sued ir 
its o wn co urts o r in the federal co urts fo i 
breach o f co ntract, but it may nt any tiini 
withdraw such co nsent, and resume its so v­ 
ereignty, and it cun no t theu be judicially 
co erced at the request o f an indivi lual.

Mo nday’s testimo ny was clear in sho wing 
that Harper was the man who had wrecked 
the bank; that he had undisputed co ntro l 
o ver all its transactio ns, and gave such di­ 
rectio n« . as to cash and entries in the bo o ks as 
swept its assets clean o ut o f existence. 
He 
juggled with millio ns as if they were pennies, 
and seemed never at a lo ss fo r expedients to 
co ver up his transactio ns. 
J . H. Walters, general bo o kkeeper o f the 
Fidelity, swo re that a tempo rary lo an o f 
$100,000 was made to the bank by the Metro ­ 
po litan bank, and that Harper kept the 
package in his desk and used it fo r the pur­ 
po se o f deceiving Bank Examiner Po well 
when he investigated the Fidelity vaults and 
cash bo o k. 
The to tal uo ficincy o f the Fidel 
ity o n J une 20 was $4,004,821.28. 
The witness was called upo n to explain fo r 
the benefit o f 
the jury the meaning o f 
“ change” and "credit” tickets. Ho was asked 
upo n cro ss-examinatio n whether the t ffect 
o f the depo sit ticket, dated March 12, 1887, 
fo r $200,'H'O, was that this amo unt was o n 
depo sit in the First Natio nal bank to the 
credit o f the Fidelity. 
He said that o n its 
face it wo uld appear so , but the fact was 
that there wo re bills payable o utstanding 
against the Fidelity fo r the tame amo unt. 
Harper had l>o rro wed, in the name o f the 
Fidelity, the $230,000 and issued a certificate 
o f depo sit therefo re. 
So , in fact, the bank 
had no thing to its credit The $1,(>0J ,000 sent 
to the Chemical sho ul I have been entered o n 
the general ledger o f the Fidelity as “ bills 
payable,” and the Chemical sho uld have 
been charged. 
These entries are no t made. 
J udge J o hn S. Co nner, assignee o f the 
Riverside mill, testified that the assets were 
$409.36. 
The mill so ld fo r $40,000. 
Maj. H. P. Llo yd fo llo wed J udge Co nner. 
Maj. Llo yd is the trustee o f Harper individ­ 
ually. 
The assets co nsist principally o f real 
estate, and aggregate abo ut $75,000. 
The 
liabilities are $25,000 due the Chemical bank, 
$20,000 due the Western bank o f No w Yo rk, 
a largo amo unt, no w unkno wn, duo a Day­ 
to n bank, and $1,300,000 due so me Chicago 
gentlemen. 
The recei o r o f the Fidelity has 
bro ught suit against 
’arper and the o ther 
Fidelity directo rs fo r $5,000,000. 
There is 
also a suit pending against Harjter to en­ 
fo rce his liability as a sto ckho lder in the

Har­ 
per kept no perso nal bo o ks—at least witness 
co uld no t find any.

He has no light 
sandals. 
He nev er washes his feet. 
Hence it is easier and more philosophica 
to stay at home—which he does.—Tient­ 
sin Chinese Times.
